The Imperial Government of Bra- 
zil Supplanted by a 
Republic. 


Senor da Fonesca Proclaimed Pres- 
ident by the Revolutionists. 


MEMBERS OF THE EMPEROR’S CABINET AR- 
RESTED AND KEPT IN CLOSE 
CONFINEMENT. 


The Deposed Monarch at His Summer Pal- 
ace Near the Capital—The Minister of 
Marine Shut and Seriously Wounded—All 
Business Suspended in Rio de Janciro— 
The Army a Willing Instrument in the 
Revolt—Confirmatory Reports of the Af- 
fair Received by Merchants of New York 
Effect of the Change on the Coffee Mar- 
ket—History of Dom Pedro’s Reign—Un- 
precedented Proposition Made by the 
Ruler Last October—The Class of People 
Who Compose the Republican Party—The 
News Not Credited at the Consul-Gener- 
al’s Office in New York. 


Lonrpon, Nov. 18. 
EAGER accounts of 
the revolution in 
Rio de Janeiro have 
been received in 
London up to this 
hour. One dispatch, 
received this morn- 
ing, stated /that the 
Minister of Marine 
was not killed, as 
reported yesterday, 
but that he was shot 
and seriously 
wounded by rebel 
soldiers. Another 
dispatch says that the question as to the nat- 
ure ofthe future Government will be sub- 
mitted to a plebiscite. 

A later dispatch from Rio Janeiro reports 
that a Republic has been proclaimed, with 
Senor aa Fonseca as President. The imperial 
Ministers have been placed under arrest and 
are kept in close confinement. The provis- 
ional Government has guaranteed protection 
The 
Emperor is at his summer palace at Petroz- 
olis,twenty-five miles north of Rio de Janeiro. 
All business in the city is suspended, but 
there is no danger to life or property. 

Brazilian securities have fallen 3 per cent on 
the London Stock Exchange to-day. 
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Gen. Fonesca Leads the Revolutionists. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 16.—From a gen- 
tleman intimately acquainted with Brazilian 
politics it is learned that the revolution 
in Brazil is purely military and only 


formidable from the lagk of troops out- 
side of Rio to bring against the revo- 
lutionists. The force in Rio is about 
six thousand. There are not more than 
10,000 in addition, and they are scattered all 
over the Empire. Gen. Fonesca, who is at the 
head of the revolution, was accused of insub- 
ordination last July, and the Minister of War 
proposed to have him court-martialed, but 
the Emperor forbade it. the whole 
force in Rio are of one mind, things 
can be carried with a hi h hand, 
The Parliament is to meet next ednesday, 
and many of the Senators and deputies are 
already in the city. If they agree to recognize 
the new Government, Dom Pedro’s abdica- 
tion may be looked for. Ifthey do not, they 
will have to goto jail. As the revolutionists 
control the cable, definite news may 
not be received for several days. 
The revolution comes as a great surprise. No 
financial troubles exist. The August elec- 
tions were peaceful. Ihe Liberal Cabinet pro- 
poses popular measures, and the Emperor is 
universally liked. 

The coup d’main may effect the status of the 
Brazilian delegates to the Pan-American Con- 
gress. 


What a Brazilian Official Says. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—A reporter called this 
morning at the Consulate-General of Brazil.

High License Movement in Baltimore. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dieraron. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 16.—The high license 
movement will be given a new impetus Sun- 
day evening, when a great meeting will be 
held with Cardinal Gibbons presiding with 
seven Catholic dignitaries as speakers. When 
the movement began with a committee of 100 
and the working organizations, Cardinal Gib- 
bons became one of the leading advocates of 


the reform. The Republicans and Indepen- 
dente indorsed it — 2 while the Dem- 
ocratic plank was antagonistie and valueless, 
In the bitter personalities of the cam- 
paign the question did not re- 
ceive very prominent attention, but now that 
the election is over it has come to the front 
again. Archbishop Irelund of St. Paul has 
gided this largely by showing what high li- 
cense has done for Minnesota, where he says 
it has decreased the saloons 75 per cent. The 
Catholic leaders are practically unanimous for 
the reform It is of especial importance to 
this ony: There are 5,000 saloons here. The 
present law is a license of only $50 with no re- 
striction on keeping open all night. It is as- 
serted that a fee of $1,000 would reduce the 
Dumber of saloons to about nine hundred, 
which would yield $900,000 to the public treas- 
ury. A fee of $750 would, it is said, produce 
about $750,000 from 1,000 saloons, and a fee of 
$500 would yield $750,000 from 1,500 saloons. 
Either of these sums would make an immense 
reduction in city taxation and relieve real es- 
tate from the burden which now oppresses it 
as well as reduce the amount of evil arising 
from the liquor traffic. 

But there are two elements which are vigor- 
Ously opposed to the scheme. One is com- 
posed of the extreme temperance people ana 
the other consists of the proprietors of the 
small saloons, These latter probably embrace 
about sixteen hundred of the liquor sellers of 
Baltimore. Some of them have considerable 
influence in politics. It is estimated that they 
could control at least 8,000 votes. In view of 
the necessity of having public feeling fully ex- 
pressed on the subject prior to the meeting of 
the Legislature the meeting under the auspices

* Dry Goods Houses. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 16.—Miss Bertha Hoff- 
man, a tall, handsome gir!f, BB years of age, 
was arrested last evening by Central Station 
detectives and locked up, charged with ob- 
taining goods under false pretenses. The

As Mr. Wertheimer was in 
Europe at the time, of course he never re- 
celved the bill, and as no complaint had been 
sent to the dry goods house, the girl was al- 
lowed tu select goods valued at $600 when she 
called a few days later. Up toa week ago she 
continued to call almost daily and buy goods, 
until she had obtained over $2,000 worth on 
credit, and still not a shadow of suspicion fell 
upon ner. A week ago she called at the store 
of James H. Walker & Co., and, after repre- 
sefiting herself to be a daughter of Adolph 
Helle, who lives at 184 Barry avenue, she 
was allowed to purchase $600 worth of goods 
in exactly the same manner in which Mar- 
shali Field & Co. had been victimizea. When 
she culled agaln to make another purchase, 
the firm, which had grown suspicious of her, 
refused to let her have any more goods, and 
word was sent to Mr. Heile, who hastened to 
inform Walker & Co. that they were being 
swindied, ashe hadno daughter answering 
the description of Miss Hoffman.

TO RETAIN EAST SIDE INSPECTION. 


An Ipexcusable Breach of Faith Arrays the 
Friends of the Political kxpert Against 
Him—An Attempted Trick that Rained 
Its Author—The State Grain Inspecters 
te Be Starved Out.

Louis, under certain restrictions necessitated 
by the ignorance of Burks and his deputies, 
while others were of the opinion 
that the only way in which this 
city could retain its pre-eminent 
position in the markets of the world would be 
by keeping one inspection in its own hands 
that could not be touched by a man whom it 
required an act of the Legislature to make a 


grain expert. 
THOSE IN FAVOR 


of retaining East side inspevtion, as chron- 
icled in the PostT-DIsPaTOS, made no opposi- 
tion to inspection east of the river when 
Burks promised to appoint competent men 
to do the work, and those who were in favor of 
doing all they could to smooth the way for 
the legislative expert were jubilant. 

To-day there is but one sentiment expressed 
on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange, and 
among ail millers, exporters, grain rece)vers 
and grain dealers, and that les one of intense 
hostility toward and bitter denunciation of 
Jasper N. Burks, Chief Grain Inspector of the 
State of Missour!. The positions of parties 
have been reversed, and those who were 
formerly his advocates are now his most 


outspoken enemies. The men who have 
fought his battles on Change, and who have 
stood between him and his enemies, loudly 
denounce him for breach of faith and word, 
and are indignant because he has caused them 
to place themselves in a position from which 
itis impossible for them to recede with any 
degree of grace. 
THE STORY TOLD 

by these gentiemen is as follows: Shortly 
after Burks was appointed to office he called 
upon John Wahl, who had o goes the pass- 
age of the inspection bill, tol im that every- 
thing he had in the world was wr na upon 
the successful manrgement of the grain 
inspection, and begged the St. Louls grain 
men to aid him in furnishing a satisfactory 
service, pledging his word that he would dofall 
that he legally could to oblige the grain deal- 
ers, These assurances were accepted as true, 
and Mr. Wahl, as well as many others, was 
induced by ‘them not to op- 
pose East Side inspection. The matter 
was fully discussed, and the Chief Grain in- 
2 promised to reappoint at least two of 
the old inspectors on the East Side. With 
this understanding the Board of Directors 
agreed to ask for the resignations of the for- 
mer inspectors, and to give Burks charge of 
the East Side. 

The breach of faith in the appointments was 
fully explained in yesterday’s PostT- DISPATCH. 
Atthe meeting held yesterday afternoon the 
story told by Messrs. Currie and Robinson, 
the men whom Burks had said that be would 
appoint, was heard. Their statement was to 
the effect that Burks had promised to pay 
them at least $2,000 a vear, and that on 
thie pledge they bad agreed to accept the 
—— tendered. As soon as the Board of 

irectors had passed a resolution declaring 
the Burks wim mee onthe East side regu- 
lar, the State Inspector, in violation of all bis 
pledges, had informed them that they would 
receive but $1,500 a year. This, of course, upset 
the entire arrangements, and left the east 
side at the mercy of the Burks experts, unless 
the Merchants’ Exchange took steps to rescind 
their action. As stated in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, this was done, and the east side is 
still in the bands of the Merchants’ Exchange 
inspectors. 

CUTTING OFF THE INCOME. 

That the supporters of Burks should be in- 
dignant at such a breach of faith on his part Is 
very natural, and they are now the most de- 
termined in opposition to him. All declare, 
that no matter what promiees he may make, 
be need expect no further favors from the 
Merchants’: Exchange, but that the law 
will be observed in its letter, and 
every bushel of grain that can be sent across 
the river will gothere. As the elevators are 
all united there will be no diminution of in- 
come to the stockholders in case every car is 
sent to East St. Louis: The railroad rate, ex- 
cept from local pees, is the same to St. 
Louis and East 8. Louis, and this 
morning a number of telegrams were sent 
out, ordering shipment to be sent to the lat- 
ter point. The millers declare that they will 
buy their grain either in Illinois or in the 
country, making their own inspections, and 
avoiding inspection charges. It is estimated 
that 80 per cent of the income that would have 
come to Burks, had he kept faith, will be cut 
off, and that the foree of country inspectors 
will de cut down in the same proportion.

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MAJ.-GEN. BCHOFIELD REFLECTS ON Ar- 
FERSON BARRACKS CAPTAINS. 


He Finds Onuses for Desertion in the 
Neglect by Commanding Officers of 
Their Duties—A Kec mmendation That 
Should Be Acted On—Control of Com- 
panics Delegated to Ignorant Sergeants.

Z£% Schofield’s 
annual re- 

port, which was pub - 
lished in full yester- 
day m the Posr- Ds - 
PATCH, shows that he 
has Carefully read the 
articles on lifein the 
army written bya re- 
porter of the Post- Dis- 
hd PATCH, who enlisted in 

Maj. Gen. Schofield. tne regular army and 
served three months at Jefferson Barracks. It 
also shows that he has carefully perused the 
evidence taken by the court of inquiry 
which sat at Jefferson Barracks and was con- 
vened by order of President Harrison at the 
earnest solicitation of the Post-DIspatTca for 
the investigation of the charges of ill-treat- 
ment of recruits. The evidence brought out 
by it established in detail every charge of III - 
treatment of recruits, insufficient and unfit 
food furnished, brutality of non-commissioned 
officers, neglect of their duties by the officers 
in command of the companies at the Barracks 
and negligence on the part of the officer in 
command of the post. 

In his report Maj.-Gen, Schofield says that 
measures have already been taken to secure 
greater care in the treatment of recruits by 
officers and non-commissioned officers.’’ He 
also says: The 

RECORDS OF DESERTIONS 

leave no room for doubt of the fact that the 
character of the commanding officers has 
much to do with the extent of thisevil. In 
some instances it appears that captains are in 
the habit of leaving the care and discipline of 
their men to the First Sergeant and other non- 
commissioned officers without that constant 
supervision and control which the captains 
should cxercise.’’ 

In all such cases, he recommends, 'the 
captain should be promptly removed from the 
command which he so seriously neglects. 

These observations are based directly upon 
the record ot the Court ofInquiry. It there 
was one fact clearly proven to the satisfction 
ot Col. H. H. Lawton, the President of the 
court, it was that the companies of in- 
struction at the Barracks had been 

ossly neglected by the captains. The whole 

urden of the discipline and management 
of the companies was placed upon the non- 
commissioned cers. The First Sergeant, 
usually an ignorant fellow, swelled with con- 
ceitoverthe authority intrusted to him by 
his lazy superior, had entire charge of drills, 
which were 

SUPERVISED ONLY AT LONG INTERVALS 

by commissioned officers. The kitchen 
under the direc- 
tion of First Sergeant but 
more often without that ontrol— 
had charge of the mess, drew provisions 
from. the commissary, made savings from 
company rations, superintended the prepara- 
tions of meals and their service to the men. 
Notwithstanding that the Articles of War es- 

ecially enjoin upon commanding officers the 
nspection of food furnished their men, it was 
shown in evidence that such inspections were 
rarely and carelessly made. 

The ficers themselves admitted this 
neglect, though they presented as an excuse 
that they were frequently on special duty 
under circumstances which made it impossi- 
ble to care for their companies. They were 
placed on courts-martial or were sent to the 
front with detachments of recruits. These 
reasons accounted for some of the neglect, 
but by no means accounted for all. 

The testimony of the sergeants was to the 
effect that the real control of the companies 
was in their hands, and that the commanders 
seldom appeared at drills, and never super- 
vised the companies as they should do. 

RECRUITS TESTIFIED 
thatfor months they had not seen acom- 
missioned officer at drill or in company 
quarters. That all orders were given by the 
non-commissioned officers, and all authority, 


the 


even to the confinement of men in the guard- 


house, was exercised by the sergeants. 

The sergeants who so controlled and in- 
filcted misery upon the recruits were for the 
Only one or 
two were serving their second enlistment and 
according to the testimony given the majority 
had served less than eighteen months. In 
such sbort service they were expected to have 
acquired the whole art of war in 80 
far as the common soldier needs 
to learn it and to be prepared 
to teach rewer members of the army than 
themselves. Some of them were German and 
had not acquired sufficient mastery over the 
English language to pronounce all the words 
of any single command correctly. 

The neglect of a commanding officer was 
shown toa terrible degree in the testimony 
regarding 

THE CONDUCT OF B COMPANY 
atthe Barracks. Sergeants had been carrying 
on gambling games, fleecing men and demor- 
alizing the command fora long time without 
interference from any source. So flagrant 
were their violations of law that immediately 
upon the presentation of the court’s report to 
the Secretary of War all the sergeants 
of Company B were reduced to the 
ranks and ordered to the front. Ow- 
ing to the intimidation of recruits similar 
charges against other sergeants were not 
proven, but it was shown that nearly every 
non-commissioned officer in the Barracks bad 
been guilty of some brutalities and violations 
oflaw. There were afew bright and shining 
exceptions, sergeants who in spite of the 
lack of proper supervision refused to take ad- 
vantage of opportunity and abuse the recruits. 

So gross was the neglect of companies by 
their captains that butone company kitchen 
in the Barracks escaped censure from the 
Court of Inquiry which rose one day and made 
the round ofthe kitchens atthe dinner hour. 
But one dinner appeared to be sufficient in 
quantity and of good quality. But two cap- 
tains had that day inspected the food served 


the men. . 
REMOVAL OF OAPTAINS. 

It is plain that Gen. Schofield refers to Jef - 
ferson Barracks captains, not only because it 
isknown that he has read the Court of In- 
quiry record, which shows such negiect 
as he refers to, but because of the 

nature off his recommen- 
The captains of companies at 
Jefferson Barracks are not permanent com- 
mangers ot such compunies. They have been 
temporarily relieyed of their permanent com- 
mands, and are detailed to command com- 
panies of instruction at Jefferson Barracks, 
where the custom has been to keep them for 
two years. They can de _ relivved of 
this duty at any time and placed 
upon other special duty or ordered 
back to their companies, Such removals can 
be adcomplished at any time, but the captain 
cannét be removed from command by his 
by court martial. or by 
being lai duty. Should his 
recommendation be acted on by the Secretary 
of War, at least three of the fye companies at 
the Barracks will be relieved of their present 
commander, and be placed under new of- 
cers.

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DESTITUTE CONDITION OF THE MOTHER OF 
| CHAS STEWART PARNELL. | 


Alone and Penniless on Her Father's Estate 
Near Bordentown, N. J.—Her Pride Pre- 
vents Her From Making Ber Necessities 
Known—Why ShejKeeps Her Situation a 
Secret From Mer Sou Her Means 
Swallowed Up by Injudicious Generosity. 


New YORK, Nov. 16.—A_spécial from Bor- 
dentown, N. J., to the Herald says: While 
Charles Stewart Parnell is fighting Ireland’s 
enemies in Engiand, his aged ahd infirm 
mother is fighting starvation in New Jersey. 
The misfortunes that have followed Mrs. Delia 
Parnell for many years have culminated at 
last in this—that she is alone, penniless and 
actually destitute of the necessities of life. 
She has now little more than a roof to shelter 
her. Unless something is done for her relief 
she will not have that two weeks hence. 

Mrs. Parnell lives alone at Ironsides, 
the estate of her father, Commodore Stewart. 

Since the death of her 
daughter, Fanny, there 
have been very few 
visitors at Ironsides. 
She has no close ac- 
quaintances in Borden- 
town, Her nearest 
friends are Mrs. C. F. 
Carsiake and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Anna Carslake, 
ot No. 140 West State 
street, Trenton. Miss 
Mrs. Delia Parneli. Carslake was a school- 


mate and lifelong friend of Fanny Parnell. 

Mrs. Parnell’s pride was so strong that she 
would not let even these friends know any- 
thing of her necessities, although she was 
face to face with want. On Monday she wrote 
to Mrs. Carsiake warmly urging her to come 
to Ironsides at once. Mrs. Carsiake and her 
daughter came over on Tuesday. They were 
80 amazed and distressed by what they saw, 
that they determined to make the facts 
known and appeal to the friends of the Irish 
cause for assistance. 

This is what she found out: Ot all the great 
estate which Mrs. Parnell inherited from her 
father many years ago, there is nothing left 
now but Ironsides, which is a farm of 300 acres 
near here, and some property on Tenti street, 
Philadelphia. All therest and ali of Mrs. 
Parnell's personal means have been swal- 
lowed up in unlucky investments and by in- 
judicious generosity. Ironsides is incum- 
Depatt witha — 2 of $6,000. The Phila- 
aéiphia property is in litigation. The taxes 
and the interest on 
the mortgage are long overdue, and 
unless $563 is raised within two weeks 
the aged woman will lose even the roof over 
her head. Mr. Parnell. of course, knows 
nothing of his mother’s situation. She will 
not perinit him to know it. She thinks he has 
about all the cares he can stand now. Her 
friends believe that even if he did know it he 
could do very little to help her. The infor- 
mation they bave of him is that the enormous 
expenses of the London Times trial and the 
parliamentary work have left Mr. Parnell al- 
most as poor as his mother. They have re- 
ports of the rigid economies he is said to be 
practicing in consequence.

MISS LOUISA F. KOREN. 


Identification of a Woman Who Shot Her- 
self Yesterday Afternoon. 


The body of the unknown woman who com- 
mitted suicide on a vacant lot at the corner 
of Old Manchester road and Shaw avenue 
yesterday afternoon has been identified as 
that of Miss Louisa F. Koken. At an early 
bour this morning her brother, William T. 
Koken, called at the Morgue and identified 
the remains. 

A few minutes before 5:50 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon a tall, slender young lady attired in 


mourning was seen walking down the Old 
Manchester road. Reaching Shaw avenue she 
stopped, looked around her in a halt fright- 
ened manner, drew a revolver from her dress 

ocket and deliberately put a ball through her 

ead. She fell to the ground without a moan. 
Willie Sprague, a boy living at 2625 Dalton av- 
enue, was the only witness of the tragedy. 
He heard the shot, saw the fall, then hastened 
away in alarm to summon assistance. 
Mounted Patrolman Hornecker heard the shot 
and galloped to the scene. he woman was 
dead when he urrived, the ball having entered 
her head just behind the right ear and pene- 
trating the brain. Noone knew the deceased 
and the body was registered at the Morgue as 
unknown. 

At llo’clock this morning Wm. T. Koken, 
living at 2636 Cambria street, gave his testi- 
mony at the inquest held at the Coroner's 
office. Mr. Koken said his sister was 29 years 
of age and unmarried. He attributed her 
suicide to melancholy caused by her own ill 
health, the sickness of her mother and the 
death of a brother which occurred last June. 
The deceased had been sick for over 
a year and often remarked that she 
was of no good in this world. He had never 
heard ber threaten to take her own life. Yes- 
terday —— at about 10 o’clock she left 
home ostensibly to do some shopping and 
failed to return. She kissed her mother before 
she left and seemed unusually bright and 
cheerful. A verdict of suicide by shooting has 
been returned.

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INDIAN LEASK CORRUPTION. 


The cattle men of Kansas City interested 
in the leasing of Indian lands are trying 
to ‘‘get even’’ with the proprietor of the 
Kansas City Times by confessing a part of 
their exploits in the field of bribery. They 
assert that they paid him , 000 to stop the 
Times articles insisting on the expulsion 
ofthe cattlemen fromthe Indian Terri- 
tory under the Cleveland Administration. 
They further assert that after keeping 
quiet but a little while the Times broke 
out against the cattlemen again, and is 
still keeping up the war because they re- 
fuse to pay it another 55, C00 for — sup- 
port. 

The Times“ proprietor is entitled to a 
hearing before judgment is passed on his 
part in this transaction. He may deny it, 
or his account of it may puta materially 
different face upon it. When men begin 
to boast of their exploits as bribers and 
corruptionists their statements are not 
always to be accepted without question. 
Briber and bribe-taker are both corruption 
ists of the same stamp, morally, the only 
difference between them being that the 
briber has the strongest pecuniary inter- 
est in the affair and has money which he 
is willing to pay for corruption by which 
he expects to make more money. 

But on the cattlemen’s own showing 
they were in the bribery business and are 
not ashamed of it and are willing to tell 
u bout it in a case where they gave $5,000 
in a vain effort to secure the silence or 
support of a newspaper. This raises 
the question, How many men have 
they bribed who did not disappoint 
them and are therefore not exposed? 
Men who would “bribe a Kansas City 
newspaper with G, 000 would surely pay 
far larger sums to corrupt Congressmen, 
govern nent officials, Indian chiefs and 
Indian agents who could assist them in 
swindling the Indians inthe matter of a 
land lease. 

This little episode is therefore only an- 
other indictment of the Indian land leas- 
ing business—another proof of the 
necessity of putting an end to that busi- 
ness and to the land monopoly which is 
keeping the Indian Territory a desert 
in consequence of the-unsettled and an- 
tiquated system of land tenures prevail- 
ing there.

The South the True Friend of the Negro. 
From the Atlanta Constitution. 

No observant person can travel over the two 
sections without being struck with the differ- 
ence between the negroes of the two sections, 
and by the attitude of the whites toward 
them. In Georgia, and wherever he went in 
the South, Gov. Hill saw the negroes engaged 
in almostevery branch of industry. He saw 
them as mechanics, working side by side with 
the white mechanics; he saw, or could have 
seen, negro contractors employing both white 
and black labor. Ia short, he saw a condi- 
tion of affairs here totally different from 
that to which he is accustomed in the North, 
so far as the status of the negro is concerned. 

Race prejudice, as the North understands 
and practices it, has never existed in the 
South. There have been outbreaks and out- 
rages that seem to give a color to the Northern 
view, but they bear no more relation to the 
policy of the white people of the South than 
the race riots in Ohio bear to the policy of New 
England. 

The race prejudice at the South is (or would 
be, but for outside interference) a friendly in- 
tention, common to both races, to hold them- 
selves apart from each other in all their social 
relations. That at the North is based on a de- 
sire to drive the negroes into corners where 
the whites will not come in contact with 
them. 


Lllicit Advertising.

Peopie who read last Sunday’s edition of the 
New York newspaper which evolved the jour- 
nalistic motto; ‘‘Never print a paid advertise- 
ment as news matter, must have been sur- 
prised to read therein the story entitled: 4 
Lesson in Thrift.“ It was the story of a Jersey 
City clerk who invested his last dollar some 
time ago ina lottery ticket—the name of the 
lottery being given—and won $15, 000. This 
story, ingeniously written, made ninety-four 
lines nonparell. At the rate usually paid by 
the agents of the lottery company referred to, 
it must have netted the virtuous newspaper 
$250. Notonly was this rascally advertise- 
ment printed as reading matter and paid for, 
but it was printed in violation of the law of 
New York, which expressly prohibits the ad- 
vertising of lotteries. How noble and virtu- 
ous are they who never print reading matter 
for pay!

The order made by the commisioners on 
Thursday afternoon that captains should 
notify the patrolmen to look out for offenses 
against the lottery law committed os 
their beats and arrest the offenders 
was not sent out until this morning, 
No explanation of the delay is given, and 
there is no “apparent reason why the criminals 
should have been granted two days more of 
immunity from arrest. The result of this de- 
lay was that last night boys were ,orying 
Southern papers announcing a lottery drawing 
as boldly as ever they did, and even this morn- 
ing, two days after the order was issued, they 
stood within three feet of policemen and yelled 
at the top of their voices that their papers 
contained a full account of the drawing, 

Chief Huebler did not know that the papers 
were being sold on the street,and when he 
was informed of it and asked why the patrol- 
men had not obeyed the order of the board he 
said that the order had just been sent out to 
the districts, and from that time on it would 
be obeyed. 

The police stopped raiding the lottery agents 
to-day and turned their attention to policy. 
Several arrests were made and prosecutions 
willfollow. The reason 

WHY LOTTERY WAS DROPPED 
for the day isthas the police have determined 
to attack it in another manner—by warrants, 
And here, when they were ready after all this 
prodding to do-their duty, they met with an- 
other official who was neglecting his. 


Mr. Bernard Dierkes, the Assisting Prose- 1 


cuting Attorney, isthe one who issues war- 
rante and the one to whom application for 
warrants must be made. The Chief of Police 
ordered several warrants to be sworn 
out this morning, charging various 
persons with violations of the lot- 
tery law. Detective Desmond went to Mr. 
Dierkes’ office to swear out one against 
William Rothschild. who was arrested yester- 


day. Mr. Dierkes was not in, but a Mr. Smyth 
was there in his place. Detective Desmond 
applied to Mr. Smyth for the warrant, but 

r. Smyth refused on the ground that he was 
not sure he could draw @ warrunt for such a 
case correctly and he was afraid of issuing a 
defective warrant. The officers would bave to 
— application when Mr. Dierkes was 

ere. 

Detectives Williams and McGrath also ap- 

lied for warrants for offenders who have not 

en arrested and 
THEY WERE REFUSED 
on the same ground. 

Other detectives wanted warrants and waited 
tor them, but since Mr. Smyth refused all 
warrants in lottery cases they were told to go 
about their duties and wait until Monday. 

Where was Mr. Dierkes? 

He was singing. Heisamemberof a choir 
which sings on Saturday morning, so Mr, 
Dierkes does not attend to his official duties 
on Saturday morning, bat leaves a substitute, 
who cannot well be expected to be familiar 
with the legel technicalities. 

W ben Chief Huebier heard that the warrants 
bad been refused, be gave orders that the 
matter be dropped for to-day and held over 
until Monday.

EW YORE, 

Nov. 16.—The 
League convention re- 
mained in session yes- 
terday from 11:16 a. 
m.to3 p. m., when it 
adjourned to meet 
again at the Fifth Av- 
enue Hotel on January 
28. All day was spent 
in discussing the 
Brotherhood trouble. 
John I. Rogers of 
Philadelphia offered 
the following resolu- 
tlon, which was unan - 
imously adopted: 

— * Resolved, That 
this E hereby declare that it will ald 
each of its club members in the enforcement 
of the contractual rights of such clubs to the 
services of its reserve players for the season 
of 1890, and that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the League, with full power to 
actand to formulate and ca out the best 
methods of enforcement of said contractual 
riguts of said clubs, and that said committee 
be authorized to drawupon the guarantee 
fund of the League for such amount as may be 
necessary to carry out the intent and purpose 
of this resolution. 

John I. Rogers of Philadelphia, C. H. Byrne 
of Brooklyn and J. B. Day of New York were 
appointed acommittee to carry out the de- 
signs of the resolution. 

A. G. Spalding then presented the follow- 


ing: 

Resolved, That no League ciub shall, from 
this date, enter into, negotiate or contract 
with players not under 4 reservation, or 
enter into negotiations with any club for the 
ee of any of its players until Feoruary 


"Resolved, That a committee of three be 
appointed, to be designated as the Negotia- 
tions Committee, of which the President of 
the League shall be Chairman, to which ball 
be referred all; applications from players 
desiring positions on League teams, as well 
as applications from ciub members of the 
national agreement wishing to dispose of the 
release of their players. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of the com 
mittee shall be the exclusive channel through 
which such applications and negotiations can 
be conducted by the National aue or any 
of its clubs, and said committee shail ascer- 
taln the terms upon which any such release 
can be procured or such contract executed. 

Resolved, That all * clube, in order 
to secure the services such players, will 
indicate to the Chaiiman the positions to be 
filled and the names of the players wanted, 
and upon the unanimous vote of said com- 
mittee a contract may be executed between a 
elub and any player so approved and promul- 
gated in the uscal manner. 

Resolved, That the committee, by its unani- 
mous vote, be authorized to draw from the 
guarantee fu nd of the League any such funds 
as may be necessary to carry out the pur- 
pees of the resolution, to be repaid to said 

nd by the clubs benefited thereby. 

This was also adopted, and Nick Young, C. 
H Byrne and Al Reach were named aa the 
Negotiations Oommittee, 

The convention then adjourned.

THE RACE FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Encouraging Mepertse Received From Chi. 
cagoand Other Parts of Ilinois—Chica- 
go's Original Pian of Campaign and Why 
it Was Altered—A Victory All Along the 
Line—Committee Meotings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drapatoy, 
ASHVILLE, mi., Nov. 16. 
i time ago W. 8. 
: Forman ofthis city de- 
clared himself in favor 
of holding the World’s 
Fair at St. Louis. As 
soon as his sentiments 
became known be was 
‘elected as a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the &. Louis 
25 Committee, and since 
wen he has been made 
wre ce ubject of left-hand: 
4 72 compliments by vari- 


ous newspapers of this 
State, among them the 


Chicago News. But Mr, 


: Forman, representing 
this district as Congresaman, voices but the 
sentiments of an overwhelming majority of 
the people of this part of the State when he 
says he is for St. Louls on the World’s Fair 
question. Several days ago Paul Hull of the 
Chicago Herald, traveling in the interests of 
that city’s World's Fair Committee, was in 
this city and spent nearly a whole ay trying 
to convince bis hearers ot the superiority of 
the Chicago site over anyother. But he was 
unsuccessful. 

THE NASHVILLE ‘‘DEMOCRAT’’ 
of to-day has this to say about the matter: 

„As the time forthe meeting of Congress 
approaches interest in the location of the 
World's Fair increases. We believe 
that at least four-fifths of the 
people of this congressional district want the 
great fair located at St. Louis. That city is 
our nearest market, and its close proximity 
to the counties composing this district .s suf- 
ficient reason for the preference, 

**Congresseman W. S. Forman was elected by 
the people ofthis district to represent them 
in Congress. Avery considerable portion of 
his district las almost a part of St. Louis, and 
is directly interested in St. Louis as the loca- 
tion for the fair. This being the case, and 
the balance of the district being practically a 
unit for 8t. Louis in this matter, Mr. Forman 
would be false to his trust were he to do other- 
wise than vote for 8t. Loais when the matter 
comes before Congress. 

‘*Criticisms upon his position in the matter 
pare not based upon any solid foundation. 
They appear to us to be only captious at- 
tempts toembarrass Mr. Forman. It will be 
his duty as he understands it to support St. 
Louis for the World's fair as long as there is 
a reasonabie prospect for 8t. Louis to win, If 
it should become palpable that St. Louis has 


no chance and should retire from the race, 
Mr. Forman will of course support Chicago in 
preferenve to any Eastern city. 

In view of these facts we regard it as being 
In rather poor taste forthe Chicago World's 
Fair Committee to send special agents into 
this district, trving to work up an apparent 
feeling in favor of (hicago by getting indorse- 
ments of that city by city councils and local 
newspapers. Such actioncan only have the 
effect of embarrassing Mr. Forman without 
doing Chicago any real good. 3

The preceding telegrams give an intimation 
of the feelinu that prevails in the section of 
country naturally tributary to Chicage, and 
plainly indicates in the most unmistakable 
manner that this city ie growing in popularity 
in all quarters. A few weeks ago the Buleagz 
boomers were trying to carry through their 
original plan in which it is asserted that they 
hadthe suppert of the Associated Press of 
ignoring the candidacy of St. Louis entirely, 
but this scheme has been abandoned, and 
at the present time Chicago is either 
actively and openly fighting this city, as its 
most dangerous opnonent, or endeavoring to 
conciliate ite supporters by declaring that, 
failing Chicago, the choice of that city will be 
to have the World's Fair heid in St. Louls. 
The words of Mayor Cregier in this respect 
have a peculiar significance when all the facts 
in the case are taken into consideration. 
About six weeks ago a large delegation of 
Chicagoans, inclading the son of Mayor Cre- 

ler, went on a migsinouary tour through the 

outh and Southwest. The orders were that the 
question of location was to presented as 
being between leago and New York, and 
thatthe candigacy of 8. Louis should be 
either entirely ignored or represented as no 
more serious than that of Washington. Before 
the party bad proceeded fur on its way it was 
discovered that the friends of St. Louis were 
by far too numerous to admit of the guccess- 
ful operation of this scheme, and the dele- 
gation returned to Chicago much depressed in 
spirits. The change ot front isto be ascribed 
to the report of the Southwestern delegation.

A finer audience than that which assembled 
at the Olympic last evening for the first ap- 
pearance here of Rose Coghlan in ‘‘Forget- 
Me- Nat“ could not have been desired by the 
artiste.

Her comedy touches were admirabie and her 
scorn and anger fine. She gave au effective 
blending of pathos and defiance in the scene 
with Sir Horace Welby where she tries to ap- 
peai+o his gentler nature.

But there Miss Coghlan failed to reach the 
ideal Stephanie. The tone of ber perform- 
ance was rather toaocontinuously loud.

Brotherhood League. 


The jump of the Brooklyn and Cincinnat! 
Clubs to the National League and the Kansas 
City team to the Western Association unques- 
tionably places the American Association ina 
sad plight. In fact, both the National League 
and American Association are now in a bad 
way. The prospects of the Brotherhood 
appear very bright at present and if all the 


National League players sign with them that 
are expected to do 80, they will certainly 
bave the only first-class league in the country 
next season. Baitimore, it is stated, desires 
to purchase the Washington club’s franchise 
and also euter the League. This would leave 
the Association with four vacunoles to fill and 
there are no good cities or teams with which 
to lll them. Had the As«oclation clubs held 
together they would have been the lead 
ing league of the count next season 
as they would have een benefited 
by the tight between the Brotherhood and 
National League. Unless the Brotherhood 
proves a failure the National League will con- 
tain a so lot ot ball players next season.
